Temesc.il and the other reservoirs 
si-cm to be wefl supplied with water 
and there is no reason to 
delay 
action

The City Attorney was directed to 
act, unanimously by the 
Council 
Soderberg'a letter follows: 


On October 11, *919, In Deci- 
sion 6755, the Railroad Commis- 
sion granted an increase of water 
rates to the East Bay "Water Com- 
pany 
One of the major factors 
leading to the granting of such an 
in crease was the drought due to a 
subnormal rainfall for a, period of 
three yea,rs preceding the order. 
This lack .of noiinal rainfall caus- 
ed a diminished run-of£ and neces- 
sitated the East Bay Water Com- 
pany obtaining the greater portion 
of its water by means of pumping. 
This In turn, due to the high price 
of oil and labor meant hl^h oper- 
ating cost. 
COST LESSENEP 
Since the dale of this order the 
San Pablo project of, the East Bay 
"Water Company has been complet- 
ed, also the rainfall has been above 
normal. It seems to me, there- 
fore, that It Is reasonable for the 
consumer to anticipate less oper- 
ating costs, due to 
diminished 


pumping and to the greater utili- 
zation of run-off of surface waters, 
and therefore a material reduction 
In the water rates due to more 
economical operation. 
It la evident that the Railroad 
Commission had in mind just such 
a situation as has arisen, because 
In Its decision above cited, It re- 
quires the East Bay "Water Com- 
pany to tile with tho Commission. 
a statement showing in detail its 
gross revenue, operating expenses, 
draft upon, sources of supply, water 
supply in its Impounding reser- 
voirs, pumping operations, bonds 
authenticated or Issued, ana details 
of expenditures for which bonds 
are Issued. 
I deem It therefore advisable at 
this time, that tbs City Council 
should, direct the. City Attorney tg 
Investigate and report back, to this 
Council, at his earliest convenience 
upon the feasibility and desirabil- 
ity at this time for applying for 
the establishment of new rates for 
water, and petitioning for a de- 
crease of those rates 
The resolu- 
tion accompanying this communi- 
cation directs him so to do and I 
therefore urge the passage of this 
resolution.

and dozens of the cheap sort, and a4 
many mor» of the expensive kind, 
yet we have all found them too short 
and wide or too lone and narrow for ' 
our particular needs. The lace on tha 
cheap covers is so ecant that it 
"hoops" hopelessly at the first wash- 
frig, while that on the expensive one$ 
Is not wash lace at all. 
So, for all-i 


around satisfaction there seema but 
one thins— and that is to make the 
scarfs at home 


In solving the srarf question onv 
woman bought several >ards of fina 
linen lawn and put it in the tub ami, 
washed the dressing out of it before 


j making it up. 
She also shrunk the 


lace at the wtme time, picking it out 
and patting it dry so that it looked 
quite like new 
The goods pressed 


smoothly and was easy to cut out and 
work upon. When all the embroid- 
ery was done, lace on and finished, 
a second pressing made it ready for 
use 
The scarf laundered beautifully 
and there was no more shrinking 
In making up dotted muslin to Uid 
over a color, a new idea is to em- 
broider a portion of the dots in bor- 
der fashion to the fringe, or hem 
and featherstitch the s«arf. The ef- 
fect is very dainty and pretty. Laco 
may be used on the edge, or tho 
plain hem is pretty just as It Is. 


When using scrim, do the drawn 


work, then fringe, or hem and feath- 
erstitch the edge with the color of 
tho lining. A lace edge may be used, 
but it must match in color the shade 
of the scrim. This being hard to do, 
many women are dyeing the scarfs 
after they are made up. In such,case 
they require no under-color pa3. 
Scarfs of plain white linen aro pop- 


ular when embroidered, appllquea 
with colored Imen motifs, drawn 
prettily, or done in stencil. Art linen 
or tan crash makes charming scarfs, 
and many are ciocheted on the edge 
with colored linen floss instead of 
being edged with lace. 
These nre 


pretty and very durable for use m 
busy households where there Is nod; 
much time to spare on such tin 


Odd and new are the scarfs- or •IM-^ 
bleached muslin made Up with ging- 
ham borders, and whose designs are 
appllqued in decorative ways. Just 
every-day apron gingham Ie used for 
the purpose in any color fancied. The 
gingham borders arc stitched on by 
machine, then turned on the righc 
site, fitted well at the corners and 
sides, and then featherstltched 
In 


The desjjcng chosen aro in fruit or 


flower basket and pots, figured or 
geometrical ideas.

WORK TOGETHKR. 


1 It is especially gratifying that the decision of 
the joint committee ot Congress that investigated 
the problem of new navy facilities on the Pacific 
Coast was unanimous in favor of Alameda as the 
site for the new Pacific Fleet base. This elim- 
inates all provocataion for opposition which a 
minority report in favor of some other base would 
•have constituted. It is an assurance that there

A further cause for satisfaction is the conclu-

Mare Island has attained a high degree of 
efficiency in construction and repair work and 
has become one of the most effective factors for 
economy in naval building and repair work in the 
country. By its influences on cost? for govern- 
ment work in private shipyards it has saved the 
country many millions of dollars. 


There is no danger that the activities of the 


Mare Island navy yard will be substantially af- 
fected by the establishment of the operating and 
supply base of the Pacific Fleet at Alameda, which 
has been rendered necessary by the increased ton- 
nage and the size of tha capital %ships of the 
Pacific Fleet. Both Mare Island and Alameda 
are urgently needed for the accommodation of the 
fleet in these -waters. 


With the decision of the joint congressional 


committee on Pacific Coast facilities now submit- 
ted, the people of all the Coast States should act 
as one unit in speeding realization of the commit- 
tee's recommendations. 
San Diego, California, 


and Sand Point, Washington, have been recom- 
mended as naval aviation stations and San Pedro 
•s a submarine station. With Mare Island, Ala- 
neda and Bremerton, these will constitute about 
' all the facilities for the care of the Pacific Fleet. 


Inasmuch as the fleet now is about as large ns 


tfce whole navy of 3913, these facilities will be 
bttrely adequate when they ore completed and 
developed to full capacity. Until fully completed 
there will be a shortage of facilities in the Pacific. 
Thus speed in establishing the new fleet base and 
the new stations is highly important. 


The San Francisco Chamber of Commerce and 


the municipal officials of that city, the official 
and civic lenders of Vnllejo and every other Coast 
dty should get together, in the .spirit of the gen- 
•tlemen's agreement entered into when the Con- 
gress first decided to investigate the proposed 
new naval stations, and work hard for the appro- 
priation by Congress of Ihe necessary moneys to 
begin construction. 


It will be found that Southern California 
, working for its appropriations, tliat Washington 
^ and Oregon are working to obtain funds for im 


provements in those States. It would be bitterly 


'pointing, as well as seriously harmful to the

What Anthrax Really Is 
How to Guard Against It.

Anthrax is a communicable dh>- 
sse, caused by the anthrax bacillus. 


It attacks animals, especially cattle 
and sheep, as well aa man. 


Tne germ of anthrax Is a very 


low form of plant !tfe. 


Some plants have no flowers. In- 


;tead of producing 
the 
familiar 


seed's, &uch plants reproduce them- 
selves by means of spores. Spores 
are very, very small, even when 
they belong to buch great, flowerleS3 
plants as the largest ferns. 


The (.-hie? carrier ot the spores of 


anthrax is horfce hair. 
It is rarely if 


e\er carried by other hair or furs. 
China, Manchuria, Siberia and 
sia seem to be the chief places 
the anthrax germ thrives 
Frorr 


these tountrie1; large Quantities 
of 


nortie hair are imported Into the 
United States. 


Unless the horse hair is thorough- 


ly sterilized by boiling in a special 
preparation or 
by 
immersion 
in 


some powerful antiseptic it is ex- 
ceedingly dangerous to handle. Un- 
der no circumstances should a shav- 
ing brush be mado from horse hair 
without such treatment 


It is when anthrax affects the 


face or nc-ck that it is frequently fa- 
tal 
In shaving, the man is very 


Hkel> to scratch or cut his face. This 
gives immediate entrance into the 
right soil for the development of the 
spores of anthrax 
Likewise, soft- 


ened by the lather, and disturbed 
by the rubbing of the brush, the 
spores are detached from the hair 
of the brush and thus infect the 
face of the victim. 


A few hours after the accident 


there will bo an itching, a smarting 
and a feeling of discomfort. A little 
pimple 
forms 
Around this is a 


gradually increasing: ring of swell- 
ing and redness 
A lot of little blis- 


ters develop in this inflamed region, 
and 
the swelling increases enor- 


mously. 


Soon after high fever 
develops, 


and the neighboring glands become 
swollen and painful 
Pretty soon 


the swelling is so great that gan- 
grene results. 
The sloughing may 


be extensive in bad cases 


Unless the symptoms decrease in 


severity death occurs within four or 
five days. 


A serum has been prepared that 


appears to be of some value In con- 
trolling the disease, but every sus- 
picious case should bo reported to 
the family doctor at once.
